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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brusasco 
(5,005,436). Brusasco discloses a ball screw nut comprising a hollow, metal screw threaded 
nipple (5) having a plurality of spiral grooves (6) at the inner surface for a plurality of rolling 
balls (7) to roll along therein, and a plastic housing (18) enclosing said screw threaded nipple, 
said housing and said screw threaded nipple being firmly engaged with each other, said screw 
threaded nipple having an elongated hole (4) extending in a direction parallel to a longitudinal 
axis of said ball screw nut. Several protruded blocks (22, 23) are formed on the inner surface of 
said housing and protrude into said hole, several circulation grooves (25, 26, 28, 29) are formed 
on the inner surface of each block, said spiral grooves are connected to each other by said 
circulation grodves, the width of said circulation grooves is slightly greater than the diameter of 
the balls.
